CHICAGO, March M.— A epecial to the 


Herald from Metnphin aayt: The dam- 
age done oy Thursday's cycloua in the 
Mississippi valley IB enormous. While 
the loss of lite is not as |rre*t «o >t first 
reported, the damage to property wilt 
reach f3,000,«>0. The telegraph wire* 
are still demoralized, and reports are 
coming tn slowly from the Btorm dis- 
trict*, and it will be severaldays before 
the full extent ot the dteaater wllllw 
known, The death list at 10 o'clock 
foots up eighteen, while the lilt of la- 
Jured will run up into the hundreds. 


The first heard of the cyclone was in 


northern Loo island and southern Ar- 
kansas. It crossed the Hianlwlppl * 
few miles above Greenville, devasta- 
ting plantations, wreaking farm liouaa* 
and uprooting giant forest trees. The 
path ol the storm was about lialf a 
mile wide, and nothing w»s left stand- 
ing in its track. 


The first faUlity occurred at ft point 


near 8h»Ws station, Mies., where the 
housed Drury 8ummerall, a prosper- 
ous and laduetriouB colored farmer, 
was leveled to the ground, killing the 
entire family of nine person*. The cy- 
clone paused through the suburbs ol 
Shaw's and demolished several small 
nlorcs, but no ono w»s killed, 


The hurricane then changed its di- 


rection slightly, and traveled the right 
of way of tho Yuoo & Mississippi 
Valley rsiltood until it entered Cleve- 
land, Miss,, where the puullc school 
Itulldinff, several houses aud stores ntra 
razed to the ground.

THE DEADLY CYCLONE 


Bedford, Indiana, Experiences tha 


Worst Storm in Its History. 


HEW LOSS OP LIFE IH THE SOUTH. 


The Track of tho Storm Hal a Cltan 


Right of Way In Mississippi—Sev- 


ervl Indiana Towna Badly Shak- 


en Up—At Other Polnta. 


The Loaa of Xdfe Appalling. 


CHICAGO, March 35.—A special to the 


Herald from Memphis says: The dam- 
age done by Thursday's cyclone In the 
Mississippi valley is enormous. While 
the loss of life is not as great as at first 
reported, the damage to property will 
reach 13,000,000. The telegraph wires 
are still demoralized, and reports are 
coming in alowly from the storm dls- 
tricts, and it will be several days before 
the full extent of the disaster will be 
known. The death list at 10 o'clock 
foots up eighteen, while the list of In- 
jured will run up into the hundreds. 


The first heard of the cyclone was in 


northern Louisiana and southern Ar- 
kansas. It crossed the Mississippi a 
few miles above Oroenvillc, devasta- 
ting plantations, wrecking farm houses 
and uprooting giant forest trees. The 
path of the storm was about half a 
mile wide, and nothing was left stand- 
Ing in its track. 


The first fatality occurred at a point 


near Shaw's station, Miss., where the 
house of Drury Summerall, a prosper- 
ous and industrious colored farmer, 


s leveled to the ground, killing the 


entire family of nine persons. The cy- 
clone passed through the suburbs of 
Shaw's and demolished several small 
stores, but no one was killed. 


The hurricane then changed its di- 


rection slightly, and traveled the right 
of way of the Yazoo & Mississippi 
Valley railroad until it entered Cleve- 
land, Miss., where the public school 
building, several houses and stores were 
razed to the ground. 


No fatalities occurred at Cleveland, 


bnt several people were struck by 
flying timbers and more or less in- 
jured. Leaving Cleveland the cyclone 
passed within a mile ol Clarksville, a 
town of 2,000 Inhabitants, and next 
struck Tunica, the county seat of 
Tunica county. Nearly every build- 
ing in the place was wrecked. Tho 
new courthouse went down before the 
wind's fury. The colored school build- 
ing was wrecked and over thirty chil- 
dren maimed. 


As the cyclone left Tunica it divided 


into two sections, one portion travel- 
ing in a northerly direction, while the 
other 
took 
a 
north-northwesterly 


course, and again crossed the Missis- 
sippi river into Arkansas, where it 
(spread ruin through three counties. 


Tho towns of Crawfordaville and 


Vincent were nearly wiped off the face 
of the earth, and the storm then took a 
northeasterly course, reaching Kelly, 
Miss., about 1 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Here the greatest damage was done. 
Six people were killed outright and 
scores wounded. Not a building was 
left standing, the fragments being 
strewn over the country for miles. The 
damage to property In the vicinity of 
Kelly will reach »150,000. After leav- 
ing Kelly the cyclone .passed into Ten- 
nessee, the next place to fall in its 
path being Spring Creek, alsmall town 
in Madison county, where several peo- 
ple were injured, but no one was killed. 
Bedlord, Ind., Experience, the Worst 


Btorm In Her Hletory. 


BEDFOBD, Ind., March 86.--The sever- 


est wind and ralnttorm that ever 
struck this city ewept over it from 
the southwest at 8 o'clock Thursday 
night, leaving ruin in its wake. Build- 
ings were unroofed, out-buildings were 
torn down and trees uprooted. Sev- 
eral new brick buildings rocked like 
cradles, frightening the Inmates so 
badly that they ran pell-mell in the 
streets: Several cowa and horses were 
killed or injured in East Bedford. The 
loss Is estimated at 130,000. 


The report from Alexandria is that 


the tornado struck that city about 9:80, 
damaging residences, business houses 
and destroying the Llppencott glass 
factory. The wind struck at the south 
end, crushing it down upon the ma- 
chinery and employes. The damage 
will reach $00,000 to this factory alone. 


John Angle, Jr,, was Instantly killed. 


Frank MoShaffery, Peter Hanlan, Er- 
nest Frey, James Branhnm and some 
others whose names hare not yet been 
learned were very seriously injured. 
Three hundred and fifty men 
are 


thrown out of employment until tho 
factory can be rebuilt Some of the 
injured men remained in the debris 
from the time of the storm until 8 
o'clock yesterday morning. 


Mo Uvea Were Lost. 


BOWLINO GBEES, Ky., March 25.— 


The cyclone which passed over this 
city Thursday night at 8 o'clock did 
great damage to property, but no lives 
were lost, A negro emyloye of the 
Louisville & Nashville railroad, Jim 
Wallace, was hurt, bis leg 
being 


broken. 
The Louisville & Nashville 


roundhouse was completely demolished, 
but luckily all the men In it escaped. 
There were twelve engines and two 
tenders in it at the time, and it cannot 
be told how much they are damaged 
until the debris ia removed. General 
Manager Metcalfe ia here attending to 
cleaning away the wreck. The loss to 
the Louisville & Naahvllle company 
on the bnilddlng and locomotives ia es- 
timated all the way from »75,000 to 
$100,000. 
The roofa were blown off 


about twenty buildings, Including the 
courthouse.

110,000. 


AJmoit Entirely DMtroyed the Town.

corn kept under like conditions any year 
for the last ten. Early maturing va- 
rieties show nearly p°rfeot vitality, but 
not more than 80 to 85 per cent, of the 
kernels of medium maturing varieties 
germinated under conditions more fa- 
vorable than ordinarily met with in field 
planting. 
If desired, the experiment 


station will test and report upon the vi- 
tality of earn sint it. Bend by mail 
from 50 to 100 kernels, selecting them 
from as many ears, if this can' conve- 
niently be done, with name and address 
of sender. Home testing by farmers is 
not difficult. It is more than usually 
important this spring that all seed be 
tested before planting.
